Traffic Decides 
Pavement Width 

Slab TTiickness Important 
Says W. E. Barker 

"Tho Design of Concrete Stre>jt 
Pavements" w.-is the subject of the 
first lecture given by Mr. W. R. 
Barker, from the geneml office of 
tho Portland Cement Association, at 
the Engineering IJillIdIng last night. 
WIdjih. 

"Width Is figureà from curb face 
to curb face, stated Mr. Barker. 
The width needed depends upon the 
character, future and proscmt ■ uses 
of the district through which, the 
street, passes, tho "height of bulhi- 
Ingrs, and the districts it connects." 

"For a street holding only light 
trafflo, a 26 foot pavement Is satis- 
factory. For residential streets, bor- 
dered hy apartment houses, a 3(!-fdot 
pavement Is necessary, 5fl-foot pave- 
ments are required for districts con- 
taining stores and office bulldliigs. 
For very deh.sa traffic, » 7t!-foot 
pavement miist be used. Extra space 
mtist be allowed for street railways'." 

"Sometimes several traffic lanes 
uro used for different speeds, which 
obviates many traffic problems." 
Thiekne** 

"■Several factors Influence the 
tlilcknesa which the pavements must 
have, Tho load they are to carry is 
the main feature. The weight of 
loads Is generally regulated for the 
various districts through Which they 
pass," 

".Support underneath the pava- 
mont also regulates the thickness 
City subgradea are usually bettor 
drained ilian in the country. For this 
reason c'.ty streets ore generally In 
better condition than country streets." 

"Observotlon shows that curlln;; 
occurcs dtio to the difference of tem- 
peratures on tho upper and lower 
surfaces of pavomonts. This curllnT 
takes place along tho edges'. To 
minlmizo the crack'ns; along tho 
edges, pavements aro made thicker at 
this point. In somo districts a uni- 
form thickness of ten inches Is adopt- 
ed. This Is much greater than usual 
and Is oniy tmed for areas of dense, 
h'ïavy traffic." 

Joints . 

"Concrete, like other materials, 
expands ana contracts with changes 
i!i iiio'.sluro content and temperature. 
I'lile.sa Borao provision is mudû for 
thia expansion, tho forces dovelope I 
may bo groat enough to ralso " or 
even shatter the concrete. Thi.s Ls 
provcnt.'d by inHlall'nsr Joints that 
divide tho pavenicnt Into slabs with 
a space In between for expansion." 

"There are" three kinds of Joliit*. 
expansion, contraction and ■ conslrt'io- 
tlon. Contraction Joints aro u.scd to 
reduce tensile stress. A construction 
Joint Is put In when M*oi:k slops Ions 
enough, for the concrete to start- 
to harden." 

"Jolnt-s aro also d'vldod Into two 
other cl;iHse.s, lons'lti^dlnal and tr.ans- 
vorso, accordIi\g to thoir dlroctlcn, 
ncros.s or parallel to tho centre line.

Traced Postal System From 
Ancient Times To Pre- 
sent Day 

Tho modern .tportini,' "extra" ha.s 
i:(jlhing on the cjirly Greek posta! 
:iy.Hti..m, employed dunnff the Olympic 
(tames, according to I'rof. II. do L. 
P'rench of tho Faculty of Apiillcd 
•Science .at JlcGlll, who addresEOd a 
largo audience .-it tho Mechanics' 
(nstitntfl last evening. Prof. French 
Is a well-known phllatoll.st and autho- 
rity on Rininp history, and hia .acl- 
di e.-is wa.s devoted to'a survey of post.-il 
systems from the .ancient A.lsjTlans 
to tho present day. 

The .system of htiving carrier- pi- 
fji^ons as iiOKtinen wa.s u.scd to a great 
extent by tho Persians and later by 
the Greeks, who brought them Into 
extensive employment in the Olympic 
gamos. Each participant brought 
.along his own bird and h.od it re,idy 
as means of conveying news to eager 
p.arcrits and friends. This was a dis- 
tinct advantage over the Assyri.an 
system when letters were carved on 
clay, and It was a question as to the 
survival of the fittest whether or not 
the "letter" would reach Its destina- 
tion. In these c.arly days none but 
"Cvernment officials Cntild send mall, 
r.o rrlvnfe letters went from one p'-ice 
to anot'^er only by hic'den mean?. 

The first real postal system was 
begun In Franc^ when the University 
i f Paris was authorized by th-i go- 
vernment to organize a I'ost Office. 
This successful group carried on until 
1719, when It was taken over by the 
government : itself. Tho first signs in 
Uritaln of an organized letter-carry- 
ing system came in the reign of King 
John, with tho use of a number of 
oourlor.s. who journeyed al.jne to dif- 
ferent parts with mall. Henry IV 
greatly accelerated the system by 
placing the couriers :n rel.iys. In tho 
It'th century a still greater iloveop- 
...cnt cauig but only one large route 
wasi o}>eiied, between ' l.onion and 
iirlstol' "Under this system, when a 
(Iter was add.eîisja to l-'r,in(.'e, it was 
JiUy through the Cirnce of . God that 
It-.ovcr got there." The foreign post 
.wasputona firmer basis, when it was 
taken over by an association of Ita- 
lian, Sp.an'sh and Dutch merchants, 
hut this was soon brought to the 
notice of the government who g.ave It 
'.0 a group ot Urit'sh merchants.

Work Discussed 

Experiments On Atom Now 
Being Carried On 



"Very little work has been done 
ast year In tho field of.Vtomlc Mag- 
ncfsm," staled C. T. Lane In an ad- 
dress ycs:f;:-<.Iay on iho s\ibjcct, "Mag- 
netic Field Moasitrcmenlii.'' 

During the past twenty or twenty- 
."Ive years much work has been done 
In this field. Both on this side of tho 
.Vthuitic as Weil as in Europe csr>€clally 
In Gcrniany, e.'itcn.-'ivo research work 
has been going on. In Canada tho 
scientists have not been dormant. 
Wh'lo at Toronto nnich work has been 
done, our own University h.as not been 
Idle. Experiment.s h.avo boon, and are 
boinj; porl'or-.ied on a rather lorgc 

■Io in this field. 

Since more is known both physical- 
'y and theoretically about tho metal, 
nottisslum, ihn speaker chose this as 
Iho subject of h's oxixrimcn:. Ho des- 
vibcd his own cxporiinorts, as well 
a.s those ot numerous scientists, on po- . 
tassium and calcium. 

Mr. Lane then discussed aitd de.i- 
rr!l)<.-d .^xptrln'.cr.t.-^ fii.alinq with the 
ma,^:v,■•Ilc rti? c-opiiiiility gases. He 
proved and demonstrated the rather 
complicated formulae connected with 
these e:cpcrlmcnts. Speaking of tho 
magnetic field measurement of Solids, 
like potassium and calcium, the 
.speaker a;od that ihi:; is the hardest, 
pha.sc of the work. Nevertheless, ho 
assured h.'saudiçnce that within a. com- 
paratively .shori time much w'll be' 
disclosed on this rather Interesting 
and important subject.

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PROF. BRAIN-MACHINE? 

Psj'cliological experimenters liavo shown that 
one can .sludy attentively for twelve hours a 
(lay providing that ones physical condition is 
maintained. The normal person, it has often 
been pointed out, requires but eight hours of 
sle'ep. With this there are four hours left in the 
jtdà^ior recreation, which, when the student is 
devotinp twelve hours of the day to study, must 
be a period of exercise sufficient to keep him in 
shape. Somewhere in here also he must eat and 
digest his meal.«. Truly a rigorous program but 
one adapted for .<uccessful attainment if one 
following thi.« course is sufficiently endowed 
with brains in tlie first place. 

This scheme points out a factor which is 
becoming more and more important at the pre- 
sent moment: efficiency. Factories and all large 
businesses are run with a view lo making 
money for the mo.Vi part on the principles of 
efficiency. Business heads are more closely fol- 
lowing Carnegie's saying that a penny saved , 
is a penny earned. Today thit .«aying. not in 
the pcn.«e of hoarding, togfther's with Ford's 
"si>ending wi.^ely." is building the world. 

' Why is there no Chair of Efficiency in the 
modern university to be occupied by a profes- 
sor \yho himself has conquered blood and brain 
and beiome an efficient "thinking-machine ?" 
He might leach a few younger students to think 
better and clearer and faster and with less 
strain than they do. If he taught five percent 
to do this it would b.-- worthwhile. It would be 
saving and .-pending wisely undergraduate 
brains which are becoming more expensive as 
they arc becoming more rare. 

Perliap.- v.-e should suggest that t^tvery pro- 
fessor .^hi.iuld elect himself to a "Chair of Ef- 
ficiency."' Then, in addition to the informa- 
tion he imparts by virtue of his specialization, 
he might impart some of the gospel of mental 
discipline and efficiency to hi.s .«tudent.s, which 
jjresumably, he has acquired before reaching 
his exalted office of intellectual leadership.

Four jcniors sradu.itinj^ :rom Cornell in luiic, 1928, 
evaluate, auoiiyniously, . in the Ccnicll Siot, their four .years 
as undcrgr.nluatos in tlie Collrijc of Ails :m\ ?cioiiri-5. 

"Uooksl What I'lalhs'Piiic things! Uonks arc the iiivoi'.- 
tioii of the devil and of the college professor. Books liavo 
taught nv,- little and it is from hiunan coiUaet that I've 
found the joy in these past ioiir years. 

"Inspiration, .sympathy, tindcrstaudinp, and siiceor were 
never confined within tny cl,is<rooin \vall.«. The best that 1 
have found has been without ihcni anil in the nature of a 
few faculty friendships, but then it was not tin ec^A pnj- 
fcssor's faidl: it was niy own ineptitude. 

"Crumbs of wisdom which fi'II from the munch- 
ing of many academic crusts were eagerly devoured. Yet 
such foo<l for four years has made inc no stouter mcnt.illy 
and li.i.-: loit mc with an acute attack of intellectii.Tl indifies- 
tion. I know not wlut it is all about. If Cornell has d(itic 
one thine, it has made me realize how much in this world 
lies lioyoiul the common touch. 

"Cornell has democratized, liberalized, individualized 
me, and permitted mo to establish a new philosophy of- life, 
perhaps a philosopliy more practical than that of many 
idealists, yet (.■nc which will adequately serve. Forget the 
past, work hard now, and prepare for the futiirc is my 
philosophic trilogy. 

"I came to Cornell for an education, and I leave it still 
uneducated but perhaps more civilized and more suited to 
meet the problems of life. It has made ine critical but uot 
cynical. .\nd as 1 near the end of the period in which I have 
stored lip ïcventy tliousand dollars' worth of future earning 
I>owcr 1 feel that these four years have tut been in vain 
even though I cannot now estimate thzir true 'worth."

The attempts of a police force to regulate tho ethical 
affairs o: any city, and its interference in thi literary side 
of our civilization is little short of ridiculous. It is obvious 
that censorship will never be a success so' long as it is ad- 
miniïtcrcd by such organizations. When the police arc ex- 
amined in respect to their ethical ideas and understanding 
of literature, and when those finalities arc found to be 
better cultiratcd in them thatt.in the people at large, then 
they ntay be fit to exercise censorship.
